The Enforcement Steff, OI, can upon eviaenas Pel Be lu 
erant licenses for any American compiny bo soip any items on 
the so-called IA and 1B lists to any destination. 


The LA and 13 lists are an extensive compilation 1 
strategic items. 


At the beginning ot the liaison it was carefully : 
established that the Enforcenent Staif was the most se@cury 
part of Comnerce. It is staifed by competent Mpyd-tredarea ots. 
Our reports are sent only to Mr. H.A. Blomquist, Cnief of tire 
Enforcement Stari, who releases them to no one witnoub ou: 
permission, He prefers a person-to-person Lisisen for seucvity 
reasons. 


The 1A and 18 lists were sent by us to all qur perobie 
missions; information directives supplemented tiem; vhs 
appropriate SOI's had 4 paragraph added on t.1¢€ syoject. 
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The #noforcement Staff has been most appredisativ: oO tLe 
conseyuent flow or information and the cases Wea nave trncec. 
Several shipments Nave been stopped on our evidence, Jeon 
the viewpoint of directing intelli;;ence procurament : ind 
obtaining information permitting immediate U.S. Governnsit 
action this liaison has been one of the most valustis ever 
established. I am sure that if the question shoulc:orine ¢Ts 
would prove a vary strong supporter of the Cis missfon. 


Operationally from our point of view the Jiais@. his 
been successful. ‘the Enforcement Staff has ve@n able tu 
expedite and sive licenses without question to-cert@in sjat 
shipments required for operational purposes, Jt Nbg pPoOwrced 
us with azents in certain ports.

Commerce because of tne acknowledged insecurity oF Gommirce 
in weneral and because 00's sources are often ¢ompeting 
business men, Here avsin an ad boc apranpsment caitWeen tr 
and OSC has been quite successful since 00 has reietsed ts 
CSO documents pertinent to the Enforcement Statf's €ise3 icp 
OSO to pass to toe Enforcement Starf. 


OSI has recently established llaison with: tae &opeil: 
Board in Commerce and with a committee which if drewing i: & 
new Black-orWateh List, With both of these oFsens'’ jhe 
Enforcement Staff is vitally concerned, 


It would strengtnen tue OSO liaison if the Brv'’e scenes 
Staff could be advised before these various Liftison! contes)s 
occur. To that end, when an overall CIA problém ariues 
there would os great profit in a mutual consultstior setween 
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the various Offices before anyone speaks in the nams 
in Commerce. However, more and more problems wll de 
in these ad hoc arrangements, if liaison, otner than 
document liaison, increases veyond properly anc narm 
defined limits. “he indiscriminate lisison now inci 
maintained by other Offices of CIA is not only manif: 


insecure in generai but enaanyers the OSO eftecsual + 


ment, 

Therefore, since tie OS liaison is to x» sail 
secure part oi Commerce, it is possible thet, in ace 
with the principles of secure handling of cocuments 
form the basis of Administrative Instruction 10-14,
